way bis whole career has demon- 
strated a large consideration and a 
wise interest in whatever related to 
their educational uplift and their 
future success in tbe world at large. 
In its reference to the matter of 
Dr. Dobyns' resignation, the Jack- 
son, Miss., Daily News, says :
